Premier defends settlers

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said yesterday there was no justifica- 
tion for branding the entire settle- 
ment movement for the sins of indi- 
viduals. 

Speaking in the Knesset, Shamir 
said that “in the course of the investi- 
gations...it has become clear that 
this is 2 small group of people who 
were tempted into taking this aber- 
rant path. The decisive majority of 
the settlers of Judea and Samaria, 
the Golan Heights, and the Gaza 
sector disassociate themselves from 
these acts without reservation.” 

The premier praised “the swift 
and effective action of the General 
Security Services (which) prevented 

‘4 catastrophe. Besides heavy losses 


in human life, the lunatic deeds. 


‘which were prevented could have 
caused terrible damage to the State 
of {srael, its political struggles, its 
Standing. and its security.” 

~The settlement of Judea ἀπά 
Samaria could also have suffered 
heavy damage,” Shamir said. 


He expressed the hope that the: 


discovery of “this dangerous man- 
ifestation" would prevent the repeti- 
tion of such acts. 

Labour Party leader Shimon 
‘Peres, speaking after Shamir, said 
the terrorist acts against Arabs were 
a “moral catastrophe for us all.” 

“Anyone who thinks that Jewish 
terror can solve our problems with 
the Arabs,” Peres continued, “is 
really saying to the Arabs that Arab 
terror can do the same thing from the 
Arab standpoint. Anyone who 
shoots at Arab civilians makes it 
difficult for us to mobilize opposition 
to the shooting of our civilians. Just 
as Arab terror would not overpower 
Israel, so Jewish terror would not 
bring security to Tsrael." 

Zvi Shiloah (Tehiya) said that 
“terror will not solve any substantive 
problem.” He said it was unfortun- 
ate that the government had ignored 
the warnings of Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger that the shaky security situation 
in Judea and Samaria could lead 
Jewish youths to take such steps and 
‘expressed the hope that Levinger 
.would soon be released, absolved of 
ail suspicion.

Gandhi urges peace after 
91 die in religious riots 


BOMBAY (AP). - Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. after touring areas 
tom by Hindu-Mostem rioting that 
has claimed at least 91 lives in five 
days, appealed yesterday for peace 
and religious tolerance and said, “Tt 
is the poor who always suffer.” 

~The first thing, is to restore calm 
and remove fear and suspicion.” the 
66-year-old leader told a news con- 
ference after touring Bhiwandi. 
Thane and parts of Bombay. 

India. she said. has a long tradi- 
tion of religious tolerance. 


“Today this is even more neces- 
sary than ever," she said. “It is 
important that the country holds 
together, that nothing takes place 
that weakens political unity, unity of 
purpose, unity in the face of many 
dangers.” 

The riots are believed to be the 


worst communal bloodletting in In- 
dia in 14 years, They were the first 


major Hindu-Moslem riots in Bom- 


bay, a city of 8.5 million where army 
troops were patrolling several dis- 
tricts. More than 200 have been 
injured and 1.200 arrested.

In the Labour scheme of things, 
this new position would not be called 
the autonomy portfolio. If Eban 
accepts the job he would be known 
as minister for peace and the terri- 
tories.

Strong investors enjoy slump 


The Tel Aviv Stock Exchange has 
again been buffeted by waves of 
sellers pouring their holdings onto 
the market. However. this latest 
selling bout is being met with strong 
buying interest and. unlike previous 
occasions when heavy selling led 10 
a general collapse, many shares are 
staging an orderly retreat and 
relatively few are being marked 

sellers only.” 

Who is buying against the trend 
and why? 

“The share prices of many quality 
companies are at levels that can 
only be deescribed as ridiculous, 
when compured to their true 
value.” says Kalman Shaham. 
manager of the Betucha brokerage 
firm's branch in Jerusalem. 

“The broad mass of investors are 
afraid to enter the market in the 
current period of uncertainty. The 
field is thus left clear for the 
sophisticated few, who have come 
to the realization that shares in good 
companies are the least risky and 
most promising longterm investment 
available. 

“These people are utilizing the 
current period of slump to build up 
positions in select issues. When the 
public eventually returns, they will 
be able to reap the benefits of this 


strategy.” said Shaham. 

Almost every day there are an- 
nouncements of insiders who have 
increased their holdings in their 
own or other companies. These are 
the people who have the best 
knowledge of the true state ef the 
firms in which they are investing, 
and their actions are more eloquent 
than any amount of sales talk. 

David Duke. a member of the Tel 
Aviv-based Securiteazm group of 
analysts. has followed this 
developing tend over the fast 
several months. He notes the 
phenomenon is widespread, but has 
particularly involved industrial and 
real estate companies. ἡ 

In addition, Duke points to the 
big investment holding companies 
as another group which hes been a 
consistent buyer, “These groups, 
such as Clal and Discount Invest- 
ments, have plenty of spare liquidity 
as a result of superior management. 

They are using this both as a 
cushion against tight credit condi- 
lions and also as ἃ source of funds to 
build up their holdings in firms in 
which they are interested, as well as 
being ready to pounce on any at- 
tractive companies which may be in 
temporary difficulties.” (See story

Police make [52 million heroin bust

HAIFA. — Heroin worth [S25 
million was reportedly found in the 
possession of a suspected drug 
dealer when he was arrested near 
his Shfaram home on Sunday night, 
the Haifa district police spokesman 

said yesterday. 

The 23-year-old man, believed to 
be one of the main drug suppliers in 
the Haifa and Galilee areas, had 
been under police surveillance for 
some time. 


Detectives and drug squad of- 
ficers from Haifa district staked out 
the man’s home on Sunday night 
and arreseted him while he was 
allegedly in the process of selling 
bags of the drug. A body search 


revealed a container ‘heroin, which 
Police said was worth 1S25m. on the 
Street, 

The detective squad, led by In- 
spector Avital Lambersky. later 
raided the man’s home in the hope 
of finding 2 further cache of drugs. 

As they were searching the 
premises they were allegedly 
assaulted by two of the suspect's 
relatives. The two men, aged 23 and 
19, were also arrrested. 

One of the policemen was almost 
run over by the driver of a BMW 
car who pulled up outside the 
suspect's home as police were 
leaving. 

The car was searched and a quan- 
tity of hashish was found, The 
driver, 4 25-year-old Shfaram resi- 
dent. was ulso arrested.

HAIFA, — Tension between ethnic 
groups ἴῃ Isracl has become more 
acute in recent years although the 
social gap has narrowed, 3 speaker 
told a conference at Haifa University 
marking the 10th anniversary of the 


founding of the university's ‘Bridg- 


ingthe Gap" unit. ἢ 

Prof. Yohanan Peres, 8 lecturer ia 
sociology at the universities of Tel 
Aviv and Haifa, said on Sunday the 
ethnic gap in the fields of economy 
and education — with-the exception 
of higher education ~ had narrowed 
considerably in the past decade. 

The income differential between 
Ashkenazim and ‘those of Middle 
East, Asian and African origin, had 
dropped from 35 per cent in the 
1960s to 19 per cent now. The num- 
ber of children of Oriental origin 
Completing their high school educa- 
tion had risen to 36 per cent, almost 
double the number iri the 1980s. 

Similarly, the birth rate is more 
balanced now with families of Orien- 
tal origin having an average of 3.6 
children compared with. 2:8 for 
Ashkenazim, he said. 
_ Employment prospects had also 
improved due, partially, to Arabs 
from the territories taking over un- 


skilled jobs. Greater ethnic aware- 
ness and education had also contri- 
buted greatly to closing the social 
gap. 

Despite these developments, 
however, ethnic tension has risen 
because the demographic balance in 
the country is not reflected in the 
corridors of power where Askena- 
zim sull rule. 

Peres said politics and manage- 
ment! jobs remain largely the domain 
of Ashkenazim and this was the root 
cause of the tension. 

Former president Yitzhak Navon, 
who alsa spoke at the conference, 
expressed optimism for the future. 
He maintained that the tension be- 
tween ethnic groups would gradually 
disappear through assimilation, in- 
lermarriages and advances in educa- 
tion. 

The “Bridging the Gap” unit 
assists students from development 
areas to complete their high school 
education and achieve the required 
academic level to enter university. It 
also helps the students, with grants 
and special tutors, to successfully 
complete their studies. In return, the 
students are required to take part in 
various activities including educa- 
tional projects in their home towns 
and villages.

Both families 
eventually agreed she be examined at the Institute of Forensic Medicine at 
Abu Kabir, and to accept its findings. :

Electric Corp. to cut Mekorot’s power due to debt

HAIFA. - The Electric Corporation 
plans to cut off power today to six 
unnamed installations of the Mekar- 
ot national water company, because 
Mekorot owes it [5700 million. 


On Sunday Mekoror promised to 
Pay its debt immediately, but yester- 
day it informed the corporation it 
cannot raise the money. A Mekorot 
spokesman said this is because the 
Treasury owes the company 1S2.5 
billion. 


As a result, the corporation in- 
tends to start cutting off Mekerot's 
power supply, starting with six 
pumping stations. A corporate 
spokesman stressed that the sites 
had been chosen to assure that 
drinking water supplies would not be 
affected. 

The corporation has also warned 
local authorities their power will be 
cut off if they fail to pay their bills on 
time. Municipalities are having diffi- 
culties meeting payment schedules 
due to general lack of funds. 


Lies about dunked vehicle net NCO 6 months 


TEL AVIV (ftim). - A naval first 
Sergeant was sentenced yesterday to 
six months in prison and demoted to 
Private in connecton with a military 
vehicle accident last year. 

The NCO, who at the time of the 
incident was duty commander of a 
naval boat tied up at Haifa harbour, 
tried to move a command car which 
was parked on the pier, although he 
was not licensed to drive the vehicle. 
He lost control and the vehicle rolled 
over the pier’s edge and into the 
water. 


The first sergeant reported to his 
commanding offficer that the vehicle 
was missing. and most likely had 
been stolen. Only after the wrecked 
command car had been located last 
February did the NCO admit what 
happened. 


In sentencing the soldier. the pres- 
iding officer at the court martial 
noted the defendant's silence in the 
matter, even when he saw divers 
searching for the vehicle two days 
after the incident.

Iran warns U.S.: 


Stay out of Gulf 


NICOSIA. — Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei warned the US. to stay 
out of the Guif, the official franian 
ie agency, Irna, reported yester- 
ay. 
“Hf the United States takes part in 
the adventurous games jn the Per- 
sian Gulf, it will receive a slap far 
harder than the one it got in 
Lebanon.” Ima quoted Khamenei 
as stating in a speech delivered in 
Teheran the previous day. 

The reference to Lebanon was 
apparently a reminder of the 
withdrawal of a U.S. Marine force 
from Beirut following a series of 
suicide bomb attacks that left more 
than 200 marines and other U.S. of- 
ficials dead in recent months. 

Khamenei's warning came amid 
rising tension and apprehension of a 
widening of the Iran-Iraq war with 
the possible involvement of the U.S. 
in the wake of the increased attacks 
against oil tankers in the northern 
reaches of the Gulf. 

The Iranian president reiterated 
his government's stand on the issue 
of free navigation in the Gulf. **‘ The 
oil routes in the Persian Gulf are 
either safe for all or unsafe for all," 
the Irna report, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted him as saying. 

In Manama, Bahrain. meanwhile, 
Kuwait Oil Minister Sheikh Ali 
Khalifa al-Sabah criticized what he 
said was a “passive U.S. attitude 


toward the Jraq-Iran war. 

He told the opening session of a 
symposium on the future of Arab- 
American economic cooperation 
that the U.S. should take a more ac- 
tive role in the conflict. 

“The recent (Iranian) aggression 
on Kuwaiti and Saudi oil tankers is 
but the last and most dangerous bell! 
to be tolled to remind the inter- 
national community that it should 
support Iraq's repeated initiatives 
for ending the hostilities and star- 
ling peaceful dialogue.” he said. 

Earlier in the day, Sheikh Ali told 
reporters that oil shipping from 
Kuwaiti terminals was normal 
despite the recent Iranian air at- 
tacks which crippled two Kuwaiti 
and one Saudi oil tanker in their 
own territorial waters -away from 
the war zone, 

But shipping sources in Bahrain 
and Dubai said that oil tanker traf- 
fic in the Gulf was down to a 
minimum since May 17. (AP. 
Reuter)

BONN (Reuter) -- As West Ger- 
many's worst industrial disruption 
since 1978 continues to escalate, 
concer is growing over the damage 
it may inflict on the countrys streng- 
thening economy and its crucial car 
industry.

The metal industry employers” 
association, Gesamtmetall. has con- 
sistently rejected the call. 

The strike spread to the state of 
Hess yesterday as 32.000 more work- 
ers joined stoppages. 

The strike, the, first all-out stop- 
page in Hesse for 33 years, halted 
production at the giant Opel car 
factory near Frankfurt and hit eight 
other plants in the region, IG Metall 
said. 

The stoppages took the number of 
workers on strike or laid off because 
of a shortage of vital spare parts to 
more than 100,000.

Gromyko rejects request 
by Genscher for new talks 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher yesterday urged the Soviet 
Union to return to auclear arms talks 
but his approach was brusquely re- 
buffed by Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, West German sources 
said. 

In three hours of talks in the 
Kremlin, Genscher said the West 
wanted a dialogue on all issues and in 
particular a resumption of U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations on medium and 
long-range‘ missiles, the sources 
added, 


Gromyko replied by devoting a 
large slice of a 75-minute statement 
to a sharp attack on Washington. 
saying it was entirely to blame for the 
present stalemate, they said. 

Speaking at a luncheon after the 
talks, Genscher returned to the topic 
and recalled that the Warsaw Pact 
had said there were no issues which 


could not be resolved through talks. 

“But these words must be fol- 
lowed by deeds, and without any 
preconditions,” he said. 

“The West is still ready to con- 
tinue the negotiations at any time, in 
any place and without-any condi- 
tions,” he added. 

The sources said Genscher had 
firmly rejected Gromyko’s attacks 
on Washington and termed them 
inaccurate. 

During his talks, Genscher also 
condemned a sharp Soviet press 
campaign against West Germany 
and called for an increase in emigra- 
tion quotas for Soviet ethnic Ger- 
mans wishing to settle in the West. 

Western diplomats said Gromy- 
ko’s attack on the U.S. was further 
evidence that Moscow had no inten- 
tion of softening its hardline stand 
against Washington or resuming the 
missile talks in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. ᾿ 


Philippines election panel 
starts hearings on fraud 


MANILA. -- The election commis- 
sion opened hearings yesterday on 
candidates" charges of widespread 
voting fraud as President Ferdinand 
Marcos’ regime kept its comfortable 
lead over opponents in the battle for 
183 National Assembly seats. 


One of the 53 formal complaints 


1 ‘filed so far’ seeks the annulment of 


allegedly fake returns favouring 
Marcos’s ruling New Society Move- 
ment (KBL) party in Cebu province, 
where a youth was killed last Satur- 
day in a riot over alleged govern- 
ment cheating. 


On Negros Island, about 3,000 
residents massed at the Bacolod 
town plaza to protest alleged vote 
buying and ballot tampering by the 
KBL. 

So far poll officials have proc- 
{aimed 72 Marcos candidates and 50 
opposition candidates as winners. 

The commission has not released 


any report on the status of other 
races. Unofficial tallies by the 
National Citizens Movement for 
Free Elections (Namfrel), an inde-

SHREVEPORT, Louisiana

THE PERENNIAL flower border 
was the subject-of my last two col- 
umns. Which dealt with low-growing 
and medium-high’ plants. We con- 
clude this chapter with a list of 
popular, tall-growing perennials— 
the so-called background flowers, 
._Most need to be staked. In a bed, it's 
best to set stakes af the corners of the 
final row and to stretch string be- 
tween them so the entire row is 
supported. Many gardeners, putina 
stick for every plent. If you do this. 
camouflage the sticks by painting 
them green. It is often necessary. 
. Particularly with chrysanthemums, 
to pinch or cut back taller perennials 
ἴο promote bushy growth. 

Althea rosea (hollyhock, Aart in 
Hebrew) can be found nearly every- 
where in Israel}. 11 comes originally 
from China and was introduced in 
Europe before 1600. Growing well 
over 12m. high, it produces single 
or double (filled) flowers in white, 
yellow, pink. crimson and purple. 
Althea likes a sunny spor and well- 
drained soil but thrives in poor soil 
without fertilizer. Best propagation 
is by seed in February. Cut down 
plants completely after flowers fade; 
they will come to life again from root 
stock in spring. 

Chrysanthemuin (hartzid in Heb- 
rew), All rall-growing mums are suit- 
able back-border plants. reaching a 
height of 60-80cm. and more. They 
bloom in white, yellow, bronze, 
orange. pink, red and purple. Most 
chrysanthemums are native to China 
and Japan. but some. species come 
from the Mediterranean region, 
from Europe and Morocco. Prop- 
agation by division or by stem cut- 
tings in spring. 

Coreopsis (the same name in English

perennials grow best-in light soil 
(with added sand or vermiculite). 
They need plenty of sunshine. Both 
kinds can be raised from seed in late 
spring and thinned out as necessary. 
Discard the annuals after they finish 
flowering; increase perennials by di- 
vision of rootstock in spring or au- 
tumn. Both kinds reach a height of 
about 60-70cem. 

Delphinium: (larkspur, darvanit in 
Hebrew), This planttoo has annual 
and perennial species, ali native to 
southern Europe. Delphinium flow- 
ets in summer, mainly in light or 
dark-blue, but sometimes also in 
white, red or pink. Both annual and 
perennial delphiniums grow as high 


as 70-80cm. They are most attractive 
in a border and as a cut flower, 
Unfortunately. perennial larkspur is 
rarely seen in Israel. To raise plants 
from seed takes a long time. and the 
young seedlings must be treated with 
the greatest care especially when 
watered ~ otherwise they soon per- 
ish. The plants disappear” in winter 
and reappear in spring. A cool-half- 
shaded location is the best for de- 
Iphiniums. Propagation by seed or 
division in spring. 

Digitalis purpurea (foxglove, 
eraba-onit in Hebrew) hails from the 
Balkans and Siberia. It is grown for 
its beautiful flowers (white. pink, 
ted and purple) and for its medicinal 


value. Foxglove is most often treated 
us a bienmal, but when properly 
protected by mulching in winter. it 
will live for several seasons. 

Helianthus multiflorus, (perennial 
sunflower, humanit rabat prahim in 
Hebrew) is ἃ tall-growing plant with 
golden yellow flowers. It needs a 
sunny location, rich soil and regular 
watering. Propagation by seed in 
late spring. Thin out to half a metre 
between plants. Don’t transplant. 

Helianthus tuberosus. (topinam- 
bur or Jerusalem artichoke, Hamanit 
Aupekaot in Hebrew). Long stems, 
up to 1.30 metres with many. 
marguerite-like yellow flowers with 
bluck hearts. This plant needs daily 
watering in summer, but no watering 
at all during winter, Cut all faded 
flowers, but leave the stalks in the 
ground as long as they are green. 
Later cut them down to ground 
level. The tubers are edible and 
sporadically appeur at greengrocers 
and vegetable markets in this coun- 
try. Land of origin: America. 

Senecio petasitis(savion rehay- 
ulim in Hebrew). a tall and stately 
species worthy of a place in the 
Perennial border. [ts yellow flowers 
appear in early spring. This plant. 
whose maximum height is+two 
metres, is native to China and Japan 
and belongs to the compositae fami- 
ly. For many vears it has been grow- 
ing here in private gardens and pub- 
lic parks. Propagation by stem cut- 
lings in spring or autumn. Savion 
rehav-alim needs a lot of water dur- 
ing the warm days of late spring. 
Shrinking, pendulous leaves indicate 
lack of moisture. Daily watering is 
necessary during hamsins. 

Tall growing bulb flowers like 
lilies. dahlias. cannas, callas and gla- 
dioli also have a place in the back- 
ground perennial border. 


THE SECOND half of May is an 
excellent time to sow or to plant 
edibles for late summer and autumn.

someone said, ‘and that's the most 
frightening part. The kids go to cults 
for love and security; we must be 
doing something wrong." 

The mother of a young man who 
joined the Rajneeshi cult said she 
blames herself for not having given 
him a Jewish education.

this, every crop has its season. If you 
would sow radish seeds now. you 
would get long stents and insignificant 
flowers instead of thick. edible 
roots. Spinach sown now would 
dloom instead of producing tasty 
leaves for cooking. It's too hat now 
for winter crops. 

Okra or lady's fingers (Hibiscus 
escalantus. bamia in Hebrew) is ἃ 
popular vegetable in Israel, avzil- 
able fresh or canned. It belongs to 
the malvacae family (related to cot- 
ton, hibiscus. hollyhock and others). 
This plant was brought to America 
long ago together with slaves from 
Africa. It became papular and about 
a hundred years ago spread to 
Europe and beyond. The young. 
tender pods are used mainly in soups 
and stews, although they are excel-, 
Jent when bailed and served hot or 
cold as a salad. 

Bamia has been grown here since 
the Mandatory period. The unusua!- 
ἵν decorative. large. creamy-white 
flowers, resembling single holly- 
hocks, are quickly followed by edi- 
ble pods. Okra will thrive in any 
well-drained. fertile garden soil. For 
quicker germination. soak the szeds 
overnight in luke-warm water and 
sow in rills 3-4em. deep and 50cm. 
apart. Thin out to half a metre 
between plants. Bamia. which is ex- 
ceptionally free from insects or dis- 
eases, needs frequent watering and 
occasional weeding. Picking of pods 
may be necessary every day or two τ 
harvest promptly or pods will be- 
come woody and unfit for cooking. 
Okra is very rich in vitamins A, B 
and C. Its decorative flowers make it 
a good idea for container growing. 
Move indoors when plants are in full 
bloom. 

Bush beans (phaseolus vulgaris. 
she-uit in Hebrew) are a summer 
crop, one of the most satisfying 
vegetables for home gardens. and 
they are easy to grow. Sow in flower 
pots or similar containers filled with 
ordinary garden soil and use them 
like bamia as ἃ room-decorating 
ornamental during their blooming 
period. Beans, native to tropical 
America, were cultivated by the In- 
dians long before the white man 
came to the New World. In Israel 
beans serve for many different dis- 
hes. 

Beans thrive in any kind of soil 
and should be sown 3~fcm. deep. 
Some wel] decayed compost should 
be worked in around the germinat- 
ing seeds. 

The following additional warm- 
weather vegetables can be sown in 
May: cucumbers, melons, marrows. 
sweet com. New Zealand spinach, 
sunflowers for seeds and peanuts. 
Seedlings of tomatoes. eggplants 
and peppers can still be planted in 


May. 

Growing your own vegetables is 
economical and it's fun. The time to 
start is now. . 


The workshop leader wondered 
aloud if that was, in fact, such a good 
idea: “Should you give a kid mari- 
juana in the hope that he will decide 
it's not for him. or should you try to 
keep him away from it for fear that if 
he tries it he may like it?

WHERE WOULD a Moslem 
appeal to a rabbi because he does not 
want to eat pork? In the American 
sixth fleet. 


Moslem sailors sought the help of 
Rabbi Lt. Commander Amold Res- 
nicoff to resolve a dietary problem 
which involved the cooking of eggs 
in pork fat. 


Resnicoff. one of the fleet's three- 
man interfaith chaplain corps. 
arranged for them to have their eggs 
cooked separately in a microwave 
oven. 

He has been involved in arranging 
supplies of religious items, including 
rosary beads far Catholic sailors. 
And he was instrumental in suspend- 
ing all but essential services on board 
an aircraft-carrier for two hours on a 
Sunday morning to enable Protes- 
tant sailors to hold a religious ser- 
vice. 

Conversely, his two colleagues. 
Catholic priest Captain Robert 
Riley. the head of the chaplain team. 
and Protestant minister Commander 
William Broughton, have helped 
Jewish sailors to obtain religious 
items. | 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post recently to mark the end 
of their two-year tour of duty, the 
three men spoke about the operation 
of their special unit. 


The Mediterranean-based Sixth 
Fleet is comprised of up to 20 ships 
and approximately 30.000 men and 
women. One-third are Catholic, 
another third are Protestant and the 
remainder are Jews and members of 
other ethnic groups. 


The interdenominational unit was 
established two years ago on an 
experimental basis. and the three 
chaplains were attached directly to 
the staff of the Sixth Fleet comman- 
der, Vice Admiral Edward Martin. 

The aim was ta administer to the 
specific religious needs of the sailors 
while supporting their rights to prac- 
tice their religion. The experiment 
has proved an unqualified success 
and it is to be continued, with re- 
placements being sent for the three 
chaplains, 


“WE: COME from a country 


where freedam of religion is allwed. 


and one of the mandates of the U.S. 


Navy is to exercise that right.” says 
Riley. “The chaplain team was set 
up with that in mind. Here. we have 
the real story of the priest, the rabbi 
and the minister.” 


“We have to accept each other 
and we do not try to proselytize or 
steal each other's sheep. You could 
not do a job like this unless you 
Tespect the other persons’ belief. We 
joke with each other from time to 
time. but that is sood.” 


According to Broughton. the 
three men had built on the concept 
that the ecumenical spirit is alive and 
well. 

“We have demonstrated that we 
can work and live together despite 
our differences. Our concem has 
been 10 manifest the best that reti- 
gion offers in all its forms.” he says. 

On April 27. says Resnicoff, the 
Sixth Fleet held a formal ceremony 
fo commemorate the Holocaust. It 
was the first time thai this had been 
done and the service. held on board 
the fleet's flagship Pugent Sound, 
which was anchored in Malaga. 
Spain. was attended by officers. men 
and women of all denominations. He 
said Vice-Admiral Martin was one of 
the main speakers. 

Resnicoff, who was encouraged to 
become a rabbi by a Catholic priest. 
maintains that there is no conflict of 
interest for a religious person who 
serves in the armed forces. 

He Stresses that Judaism is not a- 
pacifist religion. noting that the 
celebration of Hanukka marked the 
first recorded event in history when 
men and women fought for religious 
freedom and not for land or power. 

“It (Judaism) does not say that 
there is never a time to take a stand. 
Part of faith is having to take a risk 
and make sacrifices when neces- 
sary," he says. 

Resnicoff was recently given an 
award by ἃ Philadelphia-based reti- 
gious organization for his work in 
rescuing wounded Marines from the 
American military headquarters in 
Beirut following the suicide car 
bomb attack earlier this year. He 
wrote about the experience and his 
remarks were used by American 
President Ronald Reagan when he 
addressed a Baptist Fundamentalist 
convéntion in Washington’ ‘last 
month.

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Swiss banks surprised by big vote 


rejecting reform of secrecy laws 


GENEVA (AP). - Several Swiss 
banks said yesterday they were sur- 
prised by the size of the majority 
against ἃ proposal that would have 
drastically weakened the country's 
banking secrecy law, 

“The majonty was astonishing. 
we had only counted on ἃ 60 to 65 per 
cent majoriy voting against the re- 
forms.” said Joerg Boller. of the 
Swiss Bank Corp.. when asked ab- 
out Sunday's 3-1 vote rejecting the 
Socialist-backed initiative in a 
national reterendum. 

According to the Federal Chan- 
cellory, the vote on the banking 
measure was 1.257.900 τὸ 464.760. 

Boller said his bank's stocks rose 
shghtly on the stock markets vester- 
day. but it would take a few days for 
foreign buyers to show their re- 
newed confidence. He also pre- 
dicted that the vote will help ensure 
only partial revision of banking laws 
bx the Swiss Parliament, which is 
discussing how te reviee the fnws, 


Jean Ziegler. the left-wing 
academic and a leader of the coali- 
tion groups which supported Sun- 
day's referendum charged the banks 
with having subverted the course of 
democracy by spending “dozens of 
millions of francs in what he said 
was the most expensive promotion 
cumpaign in the history of Switzer- 
land. 


Arthur Groniger. spokesman for 
the Union Bank of Switzerlandesaid 
the result was ‘'a vote of confidence 
in Swiss banks" that would streng- 
then Switzerland's role as a leading 
international finance centre. 


The government and the con- 
servative majority in parliament bad 
opposed the measure arguing it 
would hurt the Swiss economy, and 
raise unemployment. The Socialists 
argued that Switzerland was im- 
morally providing a refuge for “dirty 
money” from Third Wortd dictators 
and tax evaders.

Prof. Masel, who has already 
obtained 200 patents in a variety of 
fields. notes that present plans call

cooking gas if a leak develops in the 
pipe bringing the gas from the bal- 
loon to the stove, or in the stove 
itself.

on short-term deposits. There was - 


also no large-scale selling, supposed- 
ly doe to the very low prices offered. 
But this week has shown that large 
quantities of stocks will be brought 
to market, in the face of liquidity 
requirements and, more amazingly, 
these “goods” will be soaked up by a 
fairly large circle of buyers, who 
have both the money and the will to 
take up the offers made. 

There is little doubt that the main 
sellers in the last two days have been 
the mutual funds. These have been 
forced to come to the market with 
large ‘selling offers, in both bonds 
aad shares, by the heavy rate of 
redemption of their units. These 
redemptions seem to be coming 
from the money managers and large 
individual investors, rather than 
from the general public who. by ail 
accounts, is hardly active in the mar- 
ket in recent months. 

The thinness of daily trading in 
many securities has apparently 
forced even the most professional of 
the managers to invest their funds in 
an indirect manner, through the 
mutual funds, rather than directly 
into the market. This is because even 
relatively small sums will give rise to 
sharp price swings, due to the lack of 
liquidity. 

Faced with a sudden -- and some 
say concerted —rush of redemptions, 
the funds have had to sell assets in 
order to raise the cash needed to 
meet their obligations. The targest 
amounts of liquid assets they have 
are government index-linked bonds 
and the bank shares covered by the 
“arrangement™ with the Treasury.

The latter can always be sold, be-

Nevertheless, the sudden increase 
in. the amounts offered fo it 
apparently took the central bank by 
surprise. On Sunday the bank's trad- 
er held up trading in the bank shares 
whilst he phoned Jerusalem for in- 
structions.

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Oil to quench the flames 


FOR ALMOST four years now, Iran and Iraq have been 
slugging it out in an apparently inconclusive war which has 
taken a tremendous toll in lives and material on both sides. 

The world has, by and large, grown accustomed to the 
seemingly endless blood-letting in the Gulf, and no one has 
taken any effective steps to end the conflict. 

The super. powers have been careful not to become in- 
volved, with the United States, in particular, stressing its 


Earlier this year, however, Iraq served notice that it was not 
going to let the rest of the world stand aloof while it was bled 
to death — even if this was a consequence it had brought upon 
itself by launching its ill-considered drive into Iran in late 


Baghdad's ploy was transparent. It disregarded for the first 
time the taboo against disrupting oil supplies in the Gulf by at- 
tacking Iran’s vital Kharg Island terminal. This was followed 
later by attacks on tankers carrying Iranian crude, which, in 
turn, provoked Iranian attacks on other tankers using the 


And for the first time since the fighting started, the West — 
particularly Japan, which derives some 65 per cent of its total 
energy requirements from the Gulf, and Europe, which 
derives about 35 per cent — has been gripped by a real fear 
that the war could begin to seriously affect its oil supplies. As 
a result, despite the current glut on the world markets. oil 
prices have once again started to rise as the world moves 
towards what could be yet another energy crisis. 

There is reason to believe, however, that Irag had another, 
complementary, goal in mind when it decided to escalate the 
Gulf war out of its immediate regional context. 

If there is one thing that might break the current stalemate 
in the fighting, which is taking a huge toll on both sides with 
no significant advantage accruing to either, it would be the in- 
tervention of one or the other of the two super powers. 

And here, the U.S. is on hazardous ground: it has pledged it- 
self to intervene with force, if Iran closes the Straits of Hor- 
muz at the entrance to the Gulf in retaliation for disruption of 


Clearly mindful of this, Iraq appears bent on provoking Iran 
to take that last decisive step that would bring the U.S. into 
the war, firmly on Baghdad's side. 

fran has so far acted with uncharacteristic restraint, noting

LAST YEAR one of the biggest 
robberies ever was carried out in 
Israel.

According to official figures. 
there are 171 “trusts” operating in 
Israel. including 142 monopolies 
and 29 cartels. These numbers are 
misleading. however. 

There are many forms of res- 
tricted competition that are not 
officially defined as “trusts.” On the 
other hand. among those “trusts” 
the government counts are some 
that are simply industries with high 
concentration ratios that are per-

Part ut the problem is that pulicy- 
makers ure completely unaware of 
the progress im economic analysis 
that hay occurred in the last couple 
of decades.

Local lucers will ex- 
tract monopoly profits only if the 
government sets up restrictions for 
them and prevents new competi- 
tion. 

Even if there were only a few 
producers in an industry. every 
attempt to hike prices and extract 
monopolistic profits would run up 
against problems. Additional 
domestic producers would thereby 
be enticed into the market, repre- 
senting new competition. The very 
threat of new competition may be 
enough to prevent price increases, 
even if no new competitors actually 
enter the market.

more essential it is for imports to 
enter freely to prevent monopolistic 
exploitation. When economic con- 
siderations demand a small number 
of producers in the local market, 
unrestricted imports are the only 
way to prevent inefficiency and dis-

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THE HISTORY OF ROSH PINA

Siz, - D'vora Ben Shaul's descrip- 
tion of Rosh Pina - in your Inde- 
pendence Dav Supplement was very 
interesting. However. the statement 
that “the Rothschilds founded it in 
1883" is less than the whole story. 

Rosh Pina may be said to have 
ar founded twice: 

irst, in 1879 by a group of youn 

men from Safad (headed by ae ae 
ef mine. Joseph Friedman). Their 
aim was to try and "take out bread 
from the earth.” instead of living on 
charity. They invested every penny 
they could get in purchasing land 
neighbouring an Arab village named 
Ja‘unch and settled there. They cal- 
ied their settlement “Gey Oni” (a 
Hebrew phonetic rendering of 
Ja‘uneh). 

These settlers knew next to no 
thing about tilling the land. What 
‘was worse, they invested all their 
money in the land and did not leave 
any even for sced. After three years, 
they realized that their experiment 
was doomed to failure. 

Second. in 1882, a group of new 
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immigrants from the town of 
Monesht in Bessarabia headed by 
David Shoub purchased the land 
from most of the Gey Oni settlers 
{except one or two, including Joseph 
Friedman, who stuck to their land 
and joined the new group). 

At the end of 1882. this group, 
which did have some agricultural 
experience. organized itself into 
what we would now call a Ta- 
tive settlement and named the place 
“Rosh Pina.” : 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
came into the arena, but this was a 
later development. He sent some 
financial aid in August 1883, and at 
the beginning of 1884, he sent out his 
emissarics to find out whether Rosh 
Pina was a viable proposition. 

Only in December 1884 did the 
assistance take on a regular form. 

This is not intended to minimize in 
any way the basic importance of- 
what the Rothschilds did for the 
Yishuv generally and Rosh Pina in 


particular.
